CIRCUIT COURT RULES.

ACTION OF KERRY LAW 
SOCIETY. 
At a meeting of the Kerry Law Society 
the following resolution was passed unani- 
mously on the motion of Mr. M. J. Byrne, 
seconded by Mr. D. J. Browne :— 
“The County Kerry Law Society, having 
considered the report of the Special Com- 
mittee appointed by the Seanad and Dail to 
report on draft Circuit Court rules, find to 
their surprise that the Committee has 
expressed an opinion on the jurisdiction con- 
ferred on Circuit Courts by the Courts of 
Justice Act, a matter entirely outside the 
terms of reference. 
“The Society strongly protests against 
any alteration of the Courts of Justice Act 
in this respect, unless it be to enlarge the 
jurisdiction thereby conferred on the Circuit 
and District Courts, which might be done with 
much advantage to the public. These Courts 
have been an undoubted advantage to the 
people, and have given the greatest satisfac- 
tion in their working. There are not, and 
never have been, any arrears or congestion 
of work in the Counties of Kerry, Limerick 
or Clare. The principal congestion seems to 
have occurred in Dublin, where astute busi- 
ness-men seem to have preferred the Circuit 
Court to the High Court, notwithstanding 
the latter was to them equally accessible. 
“The Society agrees with most of the 
comments made by the Committee on the 
matter referred to them, namely—the pro- 
posed Circuit Court rules, which were need- 
lessly diffuse and complicated. 
“The Society also agrees that the existing 
system of appeal from the Circuit Court is 
most unsatisfactory.”’ 
Copies of the resolution were ordered to 
he sent to the Secretary, Incorporated Law 
Society; the Hon. Secretaries, Provincial 
Solicitors’ Association; the Free State 
Minister for Justice, and T.D.’s for the 
County of Kerry; the Tralee Harbour Board, 
the Kerry County Council, and the Tralee 
Urban Council.

James Cullen, a young man, employed as 
an assistant in the licensed premises of Mr. 
P. J. O'Reilly, 42 Bolton street; Dublin, was 
charged with the larceny of £12 in Treasury 
notes, the property of Patrick Lennon, head 
barman at the Fox Hotel, Tooting, London. 
The prosecutor, in reply to Inspector 
O'Neill, said that last Saturday morning he 
arrived in Dublin, after having travelled 
during the night from London, being en route 
to Baltinglass, where he intended to spend a 
holiday. He proceeded to the licensed 
premises of Mr. O’Reilly, who was a relative 
of his. While in the house he went to a 
bedroom to have a sleep, but before lying 
on the bed he took £12 in Treasury notes out 
of his inside pocket with the object of count- 
ing his money. The accused man was in the 
apartment at the time, but there was nobody 
else except the witness himself. Subsequently 
when he examined his pocket his money was 
missing and could not be found. 


MONEY ON FLOOR. 

He spoke to the accused man about his 
loss, and both went to the Bridewell. On 
returning from the Bridewell he again went 
to the bedroom and found the money lying 
on the floor. None of the notes was missing. 
The defendant when spoken to denied all 
knowledge of the whereabouts of the money. 

In cross-examination by Mr. P. H. O’Brien, 
solicitor, who defended, the witness admitted 
that when he went to the bedroom he had 
some drink taken, but was not drunk, being 
sleepy after having travelled during the 
mght. He could not, he contended, have 
accidentally dropped the money. 


AN HONEST EMPLOYE. 

Mr. and Mrs. O’Reilly gave evidence as to 
the arrival of Lennon in Dublin and his com- 
plaint of having lost the money, which they 
said was subsequently found in the bedroom 
where Lennon had been asleep. Both testified 
to the previous good character of the de- 
fendant, who, they said, was an honest 
employé of theirs. 

Mr. O’Brien asked that informations agaif&t 


his chent would be refused, as he was 
innocent, 
Mr. Collins, in returning the accused man 


for trial on bail, remarked that he had his 
own opinion about the matter. 


CHARGE OF OVER- 
CROWDING ’BUSES. 


QUESTION OF COMPANIES’ 


LIABILITY. 
(BEFORE MR. KENNY.) 
A number of summonses were listed for 
hearing against the Dublin United Tramways 
Company and the Irish Omnibus Company 
for permitting a greater number of passen- 
gers to travel in their ‘buses than the 
number specified in the licences issued to the 
companies. When the first case was called, 
Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor for the Dublin 
United Tramways Company, contended that 
the charges alleged in the summonses were 
not sustainable, on the ground that the 
defendant company had no knowledge of the 
act complained of. Having no knowledge of 
it, they could not be legally convicted for 
permitting the offence alleged to be com- 


mitted. He cited an authority in support 
of his argument. 
Mr. Collins (for the Irish Omnibus Com- 


pany) concurred with Mr. Burne. 

THE JUSTICE’S VIEW. 
The Justice said that he did not quite see 
what difference or difficulty there was as 
between a company and an individual wiih 
reference to a charge of this kind. 
Mr. Burne said that the only difference or 
difficulty was with regard to proving know- 
ledge. It was greater in the case of a com- 
pany than in the case of an individual. 
Mr. Collins pointed out and submitted 
that, whether the owner of the "bus was a 
private individes! or a company, it was 
necessary for conviction that the prosecution 
should prove knowledge of the offence alleged. 
The Justice adjourned all the cases for a 
week in order to have the legal question 
argued before him.

UST as the sight of a hill induces in. 


‘many le a desire to 
and to Age a lies beyond, so an island 


lies between the coast of Donegal and the 
two small islands, with their white houses 
and their patches of — rye, and the 
brown scars of the turf banks, and we had 
longed to go over and see for ourselves the 
island — st whom distance made 
invisible. We had not failed to make 
known our wishes ; so were not altogether 
astonished when a small girl came run- 
ning towards us one sunlit morning, bear- 
ing the omg message, breathlessly 
delivered, *‘ The shop is away.” 

Beside the low pier lay a boat that 
seemed tiny when looked down upon even 
from that height. The ownor of the boat 
was carefully arranging the miscellaneous 
stores handed down to him by a man 
whom we recognised as the proprietor of 
one of the little shops in the village near 
by, and it began to look as though the 
three bags would be hard put to it 
to find room. Then the last heavy meal 
bag having been topped by an empty box, 
we pushed off a little way, the brown sail 
was hoisted, and with a fresh breeze 
behind us, we scudded towards the larger 
island, and the shop had gone out. 

In a very short time the mainland had 
become a place of mystery in its turn, 
with a vague, red patch that was a big 
salmon boat beside the pier, and a black 
triangle that really was the gable end of 
the big tarred shed. On the island, so 
much nearer now, a regular fleet of fish- 
ing boats was drawn up high and dry 
above the tiny harbour, and we realised 
that the patch of white-grey boulders, at 
which we had so often looked, was really 
the fishing fleet that is the island’s most 
coe gsm while a huge clamp of 

ard turf, cut within a few yards of the 
sea, was the black speck for which we had 
not been able to account. 


THE ISLAND SHOPPERS. 


A group of men waited on the quay, and 
we could see the women hurrying down 
the winding road, as the boat folded her 
brown wings and lay at rest. The stores 
were unloaded and the scales set up, and 
in a few moments trade was—literally— 
in a blaze; for a tiny pool of paraffin oil 
was spilled in the unloading, and, a 
lighted match from a hastily acquired 
cigarette having been dropped on that 
very spot, a pretty little conflagration 
followed, but was immediately subdued. 
A long line of shoppers stretched from the 
one small village, but nobody in that 
district ever speaks of going to a town 
or village—they go ‘‘up through the 
houses ” ; so “ down through the houses” 
came the sland shoppers. 

‘Every woman carried a basket, and soon 
the use of those empty wooden boxes 
become evident; for when we turned 
towards home that day we carried hun- 
dreds of eggs to be resold to the local 
dealer. All the conversation was carried 
on in Irish, and our fellow-passenger 
introduced us in a long. peroration 
through which the one English word 
“tent "” ran like a familiar thread. We 
knew that the mainland holds its puzzles. 
too, for the watchful island folk, and that 
the sudden growth of a huge white mush- 
room among the sandhills had called 
forth much comment. 

The shopping went on briskly. The 
small oil cans were filled from the big 
one, and the bread-box was almost 
emptied of the “ shop bread,’’ so much 
more desirable in the eyes of most of those 
women than their own pot-oven bread, 
about which a sonnet might be written, 
so feather-light, so golden-brown it is. 

The jam, made by a Dublin firm, was 
going so rapidly that a few pots had to 

© put aside for the other “island that 
liked to be visited,” and shoppers, arriv- 
ing too late, offered what sounded like 
their candid opinion of their island 
ne ghbours who were so inconsiderate as to 
require jam. Sugar, plain chocolate, 
digestive biscuits and cigarettes went very 
well, and a bottle of liniment was gladly 


seized by a bent old man. 


A ROYAL WELCOME. 

In the background a big black cauldron 
hung above a red turf fire, and in the 
brown dark mixture which it held some 
of the nets were steeping, while others 
hung drying in the salty air. A group of 
bronzed youths got into a waiting salmon 
boat, and «et off, rowing towards the 
mainland with a precision that was 
beautiful to watch—feathered oars flash- 
ing, and eight backs -bending and 
straightening themselves again as one. 
The shoppers went home, and a small 
brown donkey stepped daintily ‘ up 
through 'the houses,’’ with basket panniers 
full of flour and meal. 

With a sadly, or happily, depleted store 
we went on to the smaller island where 
we were eagerly awaited, and in the ensu- 
ing introductions the word “ tent ” again 
layed a prominent part, and was 
istened for eagerly by the only non- 
Gaelic speaking members of the party. 
At our fellow-passenger’s old home we 
got a royal welcome, and all that the 
mother and daughter found to say to each 
other, after along absence, was courteously 
translated for our benefit by the younger 
woman, until we urged her to make full 
use of the short time at their disposal 
and not to trouble about us. Two cups 
of hot, strong tea and the most delicious 
bread we ever ate were set before us on 
the snowy table ; and, though our hostess 
had not one word of English, yet her 
kindly welcome for the strangers was 
easily understood. 

We left the island with two new pas- 
sengers—a girl who sat on the empty 
bread-box and fondled the curly head of a 
giall red calf that was leaving all that 
he held dear, and facing an unknown 
fate upon the mainland. In that little 
rocking boat, that tacked endlessly from 
one side of the bay to the other, the calf 
stood as quietly as though tethered in the 
thatched shed that was home. 

On the mainland a few children watched 
for us, and presently the eggs and the 
goods that still remained were loaded on 
to a waiting cart. The shop had come in.

The Killarney Problem.

A friend who wants me to add my voice 
to the ‘‘ Save Killarney’’ chorus writes 
as follows:—‘‘ Do Killarney a good turn 
and condemn this idea of modernising her. 
How could a skyscraper hotel on the top 
of Mangerton add to its beauty? To allow 
motors to race through Muckross demesne 
would ruin it. Also the Gap of Dunloe! 
Why, there would be no thrill or 
originality in Killarney at all without the 
jaunting car and ponies to ride through 
the Gap. Let them enrich the poor and 
brighten up the town, provide indoor 
amusements for wet evenings, and give the 
country a prosperous look and do away 
with cottage ruins. A visitor to Killarney 
this summer said ‘that her impression of 
Ireland was beautiful scenery, cemeteries. 
ruins and poverty. It was depressing and 
sad.” But the problem is, how to 
‘brighten’? Killarney without turning 
her into a lakeside Blackpool. 


Where Trinity Leads. 


In some branches of sport the present 
year may not have been a “ record ’’ one 
for Dublin University, but in one field 
Trinity men have done notably well. A 
table has been compiled showing the 
relative successes of the 240 motor cyclists 
who have taken part in Irish trials this 
year, and four of the leading six positions 
are occupied by members of the Dublin 
University Club. 

The club also has won many team com- 
petitions in “‘ reiiability ” trials, and in 
speed work there have been several Trinity 
successes. The most famous product of 
the college is, of course, Mr. H. G. Tyrell 
Smith, who finished fourth in the Senior 
Tourist Trophy Race in the Isle of Man, 
and third in the Ulster Grand Priv. 
Tyrell Smith is still very young, and it 
has been predicted by the manager of a 
great racing firm that it is only a matter 
of a few years until he wins a T.T. race. 
The T.T. events are the most important in 
the motor cycle world, and only three 
Irishmen have won them—Stanley Woods, 
of Dublin; Alec Bennett, the Ulster- 
Canadian, and C. W. Johnston, of Cork. 


A 100 m.p.h. an. 


It was Mr. Tyrell Smith who created a 
new Irish record at Athy on Saturday by 
covering a quarter-mile in nine seconds, 
or at a speed of one hundred miles per 
hour. It has been stated that the engine 
was specially tuned for sprint work, but 
Mr. Tyrell Smith told me that such was 
not the case. It was, he said, in exactly 
the same condition as at Magilligan 
Strand on the previous Saturday, when it 
was ridden in the fifty miles Irish cham- 
pionships. He admitted, however, that it 
had been ‘“‘ cleaned up.” 

Many will be sorry to learn that Mr. 
Tyrell Smith has-decided not to go in for 
dirt-track racing, but his reasons for that 
decision are sound. He has practised at 
Harold's Cross, and found there that the 
cinders require a type of riding tactics 
entirely different from those employed on 
the road. 


WOMAN WHO STARTED LATE. 


How native ability and the will to succeed 
triumphed over the disability of ill-health is 
illustrated in the case of Miss Doris Robin- 
son, of Trentham, Stoke-on-Trent, who has 
been awarded the women’s scholarship at 
Raskin College, Oxford, for 1928-29. 

** As a child,’’ she said to a Press Associa- 
tion reporter yesterday, “I was unable to 
attend school for more than a few months 
owing to ill-health, but at an early age I 
developed a great love of English literature. 
When I grew up I joined the Workers’ 
Educational Association, and for some years 
I have regularly attended their lectures and 
classes. I gained a scholarship offered by 
the Co-Operative Union and tenable at a Co- 
Operative College in Manchester, where I 


studied. T have lectured extensively in 
North Staffordshire, mainly on political 
science.”’ 


Miss Robinson, who is now 27, has two 
sisters in the teaching profession. She will 
enter Ruskin College on October Ist, and 
hopes to gain the Oxford University diploma. 
Her scholarship is of the value of £1365, 
The competition was open to working women 
all over the country.

A correspondent who was present at the 
Chilean Independence Day dinner in 
London tells me that the speech-making 
sontained little reference to Bernardo 
O'Higgins, the Irishman who is famous as 
the liberator of Chile, aud who, as first 
Director-General of the Republic, is com- 
memorated by having his portrait printed 
on the postage stamps of this South 
American State. 

Bernardo O Higgins was the son of Don 
Ambrosio O’ Higgins, Marquise de Osborno 
and Viceroy of Peru, who was born of 
humble parents at Summerhill, County 


| Meath, about 1720, and, as a small boy, 


used to carry letters to the post for Lady 


Bective. He emigrated to South 
America as a yoath, and, after many 
vicissitudes, entered the Government 


service, and by his diligence and fearless- 
hess rose to be the representative of the 
King of Spain. 

He never returned to Ireland, but sent 
home a large sum of money to his father 
and mother, making Father Kellett, 
parish priest of Summerhill, his almoner. 


Ghe Liberator of Chile. 


The bey, Bernardo O’Higgins, was 
educated in England, and returned to 
Peru about the time that the cruelty and 
excesses of the Spanish soldiery drove the 
inhabitants of Chile into revolt. He 
threw in his lot with the patriots, and took 
part in several unsuccessful battles in the 
fight for freedom. Eventually he became 
the leader of the insurgents, and resolved 
to make a bold bid for victory. In com- 
pany with John McKenna—a Monaghan 
man, who had resigned from the Spanish. 
service after a distinguished career in the 
Trish Corps of Military Engineers—and 
José de San Martin, an Argentine officer, 
he organised a patriot force at Mendoza, 
and crossed the Andes, to inflict a crushing 
defeat on the Spaniards at the Battle of 
Chacabuco. So was the Chilean nation re- 
born, and Bernardo O'Higgins elected first 
President. 


‘ACr. O'Riordan and His New Play. 


Mr. Conal O'Riordan, whose new play, 
“ Napoleon's Josephine,” is being pro- 
duced in London this week, has made his 
way to fame against great adversity. On 
the death of his father, Mr. David O’Con- 
nell, a well-known Dublin Queen’s 
Counsel, the young O’Riordan, then only 
sixteen years of age, was thrown upon his 
own resources, and left to face the world 
with merely a pittance on which to 
subsist. 

But he had unconquerable resolution, 
and at eighteen he was playing with Lewis 
Waller. in an Ibsen play; and with so 
much success that, after the first per- 
formance, Israel Zangwill advised him to 
keep his age a secret. ‘‘ Don’t condescend 
to be an infant prodigy.’’ 

A year later he published his first book, 
and he was not daunted by the harsh 
criticism of the National Observer, then 
edited by Henley, that the book was 
‘‘unreadable’’; for it subsequently met. 
with considerable success. 


France and Lady Gregory. 


Plays of Lady Gregory which have 
recently been produced in Paris, have, I 
hear, considerably raised the already high 
reputation im France of our distinguished 
Irish playwright, who also recently earned 

! the appreciation of 
“se the French sphere of 
a literature’ by her 
capablé _ translation 
into English of 
Moliére’s “ Le Bour- 
geois Gentilhomme.”’ 

The Croix Nivest 
Theatre at Paris has 
been the scene of the 
presentation of Lady 
Gregory's plays, 
which for production 
in France were trans- 
lated into the Celtic 
dialect of Blois, the 
capital of Loir-et- 
Cher. Several plays have been presented, 
and all were well received, and the inte- 
rest in the Irish Theatre has proved so 
general that another Parisian theatre, 
the Sorbonne, is now arranging for the 
presentation of “ The Gaol Gate.’’ 


Lapy GREGORY. 


Verbosity. 


When I was in Belfast last week a 
friend took me to the City Hall, where the 
members of the Corporation were debating 
the all-important question of municipal 
reform.

This 
criticism, I imagine, was unjust to the 
legal profession; but if it were applied 
to the majority of the speakers at our 
popularly elected boards to-day, nobody 
could say that ‘it was too harsh. 


The amount of time wasted by member;

The man who can state his views 
concisely and keep to the point is an ex- 
ception. We should have a happier. 
country if our legislators would enact (1) 
that no man who has not undergone a 
course in public speaking shall be eligible 
for election to a public board ; (2) that no 
speech at a public board shall last more 
than five minutes.

When, however, he told his audience 
that ‘‘omnibuses have come to stay, and 
the bodies responsible for regulating the 
traffic and for providing suitable roads 
must only rise to the occasion,’’ he 
assumed the réle of a safe prophet. He 
said many other things which command 
my cordial assent, and indicated that, at 
least,;one of our younger technical officials 
is not lacking in the gifts of practical 
imagination. 


Postponement and Paralysis. 
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Mr. P. J ; Sistem: 


Discussing Mr. Raftery’s proposals, I 
find that General O’Duffy and Mr. 
Mallagh—the Port and Docks’ engmeer— 
agreed with him that .certain measures 
were urgently required to prevent such 
traffic deadlocks as we are now witnessing 
daily in the neighbourhood of O'Connell 
Bridge. But two years have passed and 
what has been done is precisely nothing ! 

Why? Is it because we are still so 
absorbed with the report of Mr. Collins on 
the municipal problems of Belfast? If so, 
I have a really helpful suggestion to make. 
Let us send a deputation to see Belfast’s 
new three-mile boulevard on the banks of 
the ‘Lagan, and its new and noble high- 
way forging its way steadily from the city 
into the picturesque fastnesses of the Cave- 
Hill. If such a deputation failed to 
report that Belfast has been working while 
Dublin merely luxuriated in talk and 
paper schemes, I should be greatly 


surprised. 
The Custom House Dock. 


Another practical suggestion: I am glad 
to see the gradual disappearance of the 
wooden hoardings at Beresford place and 
the reappearance of the Custom House. 
I am glad also to see that the old dock has 
been filled up, and that its surface is 
practically ready, with its disused quay- 
sides for some useful and, I hope, orna- 
mental, purpose. Yet I was filled with 
uneasiness the other day when I saw 
piles of timber being deposited alongside 
the too-long-hidden and imposing eastern 
face of the old building.. Surely such a 
site is not to be turned into what our 
American friends would cal] a ‘‘ lumber 
yard.”’ 

Expressing my fears on the point to a 
friend, I was reminded that a solemnly 
sealed agreement was entered into some 
years ago between the Government, the 
Port Board, and the City Commissioners 
that Amiens street should be extended 
across the dock to the quays as soon as the 
work of reclamation would permit. 
not do it now? The new street would not 
only open up the hidden face of the 
Customs House, but would provide a relief 
from the risks which pedestrians now have 
to face at one of the most dangerous traffic 
points in Dublin—the blind-corners and 
hidden-bends between Amiens street and 
Butt Bridge. Incidentally, it would pro- 
vide four or five acres of now useless 
central ground for the parking and 
garaging of ’buses and cars. So I ask— 
why not get on with the work now? 


Portobello Bridge. 


On a couple of occasions recently I took 
exception to the removal of the traffic 
constable from Portobello Bridge. I am 
now pleased to note that he has returned 
to his onerous duty, and hope that his 
job-will be a whole-time one. 

Owing to its narrowness, and the fact 
that four thoroughfares impinge on it, 


Portobello’ Bridge is one of the most 
dangerous traffic centres in Dublin; and, 
owing to the ever-growing volume of traffic 
passing over it, will have to be recon- 


structed eventually.

MUSICAL COMEDY AT THE 
GAIETY. 


The musical comedy, “My Son John,’ 
which was presented at the Gaiety Theatre, 
Dublin, last night, was rather disappointing, 
from. the point of view of musical merit, 
especially as regards the ensembles. This 
was particularly noticeable in the first act, 
where the team work in the choruses was 
so weak as to be almost swamped by the 
orchestra. 

Some of the songs, too, were uninteresting, 
but in the second act there were contributions 
which went far to redeem earlier defects and 
to infuse erithusiasm into the audience. One 
of these was the duet, “The Love Game,” by 
Margery Wyn and Reginald Andrews. 


Margery Wyn is a dainty actress, whose 


singing and acting both are attractive, while 
her dancing is delightful. Reginald Andrews 
was entirely in sympathy with his partner.

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ABERDARON. 
A MASTER OF’ MANY 
LANGUAGES. - _ 
depot 
(By MILO MacGARRY.) 


A BERDARON, old and pict ué, lies 

at the most westerly corner of Lieyn, 
far down the long peninsula which 
separates the Bays of Carnarvon and 
Cardigan. A rough road which curves 
sharply across a hilly country is its only 
link with the outer world. Its ple in 


former days were considered the simplest 


in Wales, and they were for long the butt 
of their neighbours’ wit. Yet in this 
quiet village was born at the end of the 
eighteenth century one of the strangest 
intellectual freaks of modern times, “ Dick 
of - Aberdaron.’’ 

“Dick of ‘Aberdaron,”’ or Richard 
Jones, to give him his correct name, had 
a prodigious gift of tongues and a mania 
for acquiring them under discouraging 
conditions. He was the son of illiterate 
Welsh-speaking parents. At a tender age 
he quarrelled with his family and left his 
home. Thus he never attended school, but 
his curious mania, or genius, drew him to 
the local school-house, where, with the aid 
of more fortunate boys and with any books 
he could find, he learnt to read and write 


Welsh. Soon afterwards he acquired 
English. At twenty Dick was a hopeless 
failure. He could not earn his bread, 


and, getting tired of curses and kicks irom 
his neighbours, he left Lleyn and 
wandered to Bangor and Liverpool, «lere 
he fell in with, first, an Italian and then 
a German pedlar; from these he learned 
their languages. Later he mastered with 
ease French, Swedish and Russian, and 
then Latin and Greek. 


NO AMBITIONS. 


It was not so much the art of conversea- 


tion in foreign languages that Dick 
sought, but rather grammars and 
dictionaries. These were his great joy. 


In spite of all this zest for study, ' Dick 
of Aberdaron ” always remained a frowsy, 
unwashed wanderer, filthy in dress, part 
mendicant, part medicine man, one-quarter 
idiot and three-quarters genius. He 
roused the interest of many patrons. 
Bishops, clergymen and scholars befriended 


him. They gave him work in their 
gardens or stables; which he never did, 
and they Jent him grammars and 


dictionaries, over which he pored with 
pen, ink and paper; but he would neither 
work nor wash. 

There are many pictures of him extant, 
which show a face and head covered with 
bushy black hair, from which peered two 
bright, beady eyes. He had no ambition, 
except to acquire fresh languages; no 
thought for the morrow, no regard for 
money, scarcely any even for food. The 
manner in which he clung to his books in 
periods of penury and semi-starvation 
adds to the pathos of a life-story which 
was clouded in wretchedness from the 
beginning. At one period he adopted an 
attitude of self-importance. He dressed 
in a cast-off blue and silver cavalry jacket, 
and he wore a cap of hare’s skin, with the 
ears sticking up. From the ears hung 
pieces of cloth, on which were inscribed 
sentences in Greek and Hebrew. Thus 
attired, Richard would drone out the song 
of Moses in Hebrew to open-mouthed 
rustics in the village streets. He also 
carried, slung round him, a ram’s horn, 
and he blew blasts upon it in the most 
inappropriate places. 


KNEW 35 LANGUAGES. 


Dick never begged or drank. Hunger 
compelled him occasionally to work, but 
generally he depended on the public to 
supply his wants, which they did. A 
learned Oxford don once interviewed him, 
and put him to construe Homer, carefully 
keeping at.a safe distance from the filth 
and rags of the poor: student from 
Aberdaron: Dick proved himself equal to 
the doctor's tests, but, with the un- 
conscious enthusiasm of a scholar and a 
purist, he waxed contemptuously indignant 
when his examiner began to question him 
as to the personality of the heroes in the 
llliad. Dick was solely interested in the 
roots and grammar of languages. He had 
never the least desire to glean knowledge 
from their literature. In this he was a 
strict philologist. 

Though Dick “was primarily, according 
to his rude lights, a scholar, contemporary 
authorities entitled to credence declare 
that he could speak fourteen languages 
fluently, and it has been stated that he 
had a working knowledge of some thirty- 
five of them: before he died. He died 
about sixty-nine years ago, and was buried 
in St. Asaph’s churchyard. Many gentle- 
men, scholars and admirers, attended his 
funeral, and many of these would have 
helped him in his life-time had he not 
been such an incorrigible vagabond and 
shiftless wanderer. 


DANCING AT THE ABBEY.

A PLAY REVIVAL AND A 
. BALLET CREATION. 


There was a two-fold programme starting 
the week at the Abbey Theatre last night, and 
each of the parts was something that has 
brought, and will bring, added distinction 
and appreciation of the work accomplished 
by- our famous Dublin theatre. The first was 
a revival, after nearly tén. years, of Mr. 
Yeats’s ' “The Player Queen,’ a phantasy 
written about the impossible happenings in 
some No Man’s Land. It is just a droll 
piece of fantastic architecture, and, as such, 
it was given delightfully by the new and 
imaginative school of Abbey players. The 
dance of the animals, an exceedingly droll 
performance, was made possible only by the 
aid of the Abbey School of Ballet. 

The striking acting success of the evening 
was that of Mr. Arthur Shields in the part 
of the drunken poet player and self-estab- 
lished defender of the character of the milk- 
white unicorn. Miss Shelah Richards has 
a fine part as the player who would be a 
queen, but she seemed uncertain about it on 
the opening night. When she allowed herself 
to be carried fuily along by the emotion of 
the part, she promised. to do much better 
This 
is a play to be seen many times. 

The. second part of the programme was 
“The Faun,” a ballet by Mr. Harold W. 
White, produced by Mademoiselle Ninette de 
Valois and a company from the School of 
Ballet. It is the first Irish ballet, and ‘is 
Irish completely. Mr. White’s music is 
built on three Irish airs, the choreograpliy 
is the work of an Irish woman, for all her 
French name; the dancers are Irish; the 
orchestra, under Dr. Larchet, is Irish: the 
costumes were designed by Miss Rosalind 
Patrick, and the wonderful lighting effects 
were planned out by Mr. U. Wright, tvho 
is responsible for the very modern stage- 
lighting system at the Abbey. This system 
is the admiration of English and American 
theatrical experts who have seen it. 

There could be no mistaking the verdict 
of the audience who saw the first Irish ballet. 
They could not be otherwise but pleased with 
what was a delight to eye and-ear. -As the 
composer was called on to the stage to 
receive the appreciation of the house, one 
felt that there was come into full and robust 
being in Dublin an entirely new form of 
theatrical entertainment, with a great future 
awaiting the development that is sure tó 
follow from this markedly successful start. 
It is a very bright show, perfectly produced, 
and the music is a joy to the ear. 

Before the production of ‘‘ The Player 
Queen ”’ the School of Ballet work was seen 
in a short round of dances. Mademoiselle de 
Valois did delightful studies of ‘‘A Daughter 
of Eve’’ and a Russian peasant girl, and in 
“Les Buffons”’ Mr. Arthur Hamilton- was 
very fine. Miss Doreen Cuthbert and Miss 
Cepta Cullen, two youngsters. from the 
School, made a great hit in a charming 
Idyll to music by Schubert. .

“ THE GORILLA" AT THE 
METROPOLE’ CINEMA. 


In the story of the film which, under the 
title ‘‘The Gorilla,’ is being shown at the 
Metropole Cimema this week, there is some- 
thing recalling the touch of Edgar Allan Poé 
in ‘*The Murders in the Rue Morgue,’ and 
of the mystery and thrill of Edgar Wallace. 
The screen production is based on the stage 
play of the name by Ralph Spence, and every 
effort has been made to create an atmosphere 
of the weird and wonderful. Lighting effects 
are very cleverly managed, and throughout 
the piece there is all the time the shadow of 
the mysterious Gorilla, skilfully used to con- 
ceal the real murderer. 

There have ‘been several killings of a rather 
brutal nature, and the police authorities are 
at their wits’ ends to track the criminal; 
while a state bordering on terror exists among 
the community. The climax is reached when 
a millionaire is done to death in his own 
home, and then the story moves with a 
bewildering rapidity of action. First one 
inmate of the house and then another falls 
under suspicion. Most adroitly the author 
sets a pointer now at this and again at that 
individual until one is left helpless trying 
to solve the riddle. 

It would not be fair to disclose the identity 
of the villain of the play. since much of the 
enjoyment of seeing the film. must consist in 
speculation as to who is responsible for the 
strange happenings; but one can say that two 
more entertaining detectives cannot be found 
than Garrity and Mulligan, who are imper- 
sonated by those clever comedians Charlie 
Murray and..Fred Kelsey. They are a very 
droll pair, who create a lot of amusement by 
their original’ methods of crime detection. 
They solve the mystery, of course, though 
their manner of doing. so is far from con- 
ventional. It is an entertaining film, with a 
nice blend of mystery and comedy, and 
should pass a pleasant hour.

leadership of the official Opposition in’ 
the Northern House of Commons has been 
received with interest, but without sur- 
prise, in political circles here. Since the 
formation of the National League such a 
step. was inevitable, as Mr. Devlin is now 
the chief of the strongest organised section. 
of the minority in the House of Commons. 
At present his party numbers ten, and it 
is expected that the two Republicans—Mr. 
de Valera and Mr. Duanaire retire 
at the next elections in favour of con- 
stitutional Nationalists who are prepared 
to take the oath of allegiance. It has 
sorely wounded the pride of Unionists 
that the glorious County of Down should 
have been partly represented—or unre- 
presented—by the Republican leader, but 
under the proposed single-member consti- 
tuencies it is highly improbable that. such 
a political calamity could again occur. 
The Nationalist members are looking with 
confidence to the future, notwithstanding 
their assertions that attempts are being 
made to jerrymander them out of their 
legitimate rights; for with Mr. Devlin, 
clever and experienced in parliamentary 
procedure, in command, any such 
endeavour would be doomed to exposure 
and consequent failure. Probably the idea 
is fanciful and created by suspicion and 
distrust. 


NATIONALIST DETERMINATION. 


The autumn session of the Northérn 
Parliament will open on the 9th October, 
and already there is a good deal of specula- 
tion as to the nature of the business to be 
presented, but it is unlikely that any con- 
troversial measure of importance will be. 
introduced. At this season only minor 
bills are dealt with, as the House will rise 
for the Christmas recess towards the end 
of November unless obstructionist tactics 
render further sittings necessary. The 
bill which proposes to abolish proportional 
representation and carve out the province 
into single-member constituencies will not 
come before the House until well into next 
year, when full-dress debates may be ex- 
pected, as the Nationalists are determined 
to oppose it with all the power at their 
command. It will be a mere waste of 
breath, however, as the measure wil] be 
passed, no matter what arguments are 
advanced against it. That much is 
certain. 

The Nationalists contend that propor- 
tional representation was deliberately in- 
corporated in the Act setting up the 
Northern Parliament in order to protect 
the rights and privileges of minorities, 
and it is suggested in some quarters that 
an appeal should be made to the Imperial 
Government to prevent a violation of one 
of the most important provisions of the 
settlement. It may be safely assumed, 
however, that the Northern Government is 
not acting without being assured of ‘its 
legal position, and the measure will, there- 
fore, go stormily forward to its destined 
place in the Book of Legislation. 


ULSTER LIBERAL CAMPAIGN. 


The Ulster Liberal Association has at 
last broken the silence which has shrouded 
its activities for some timé past, and, as 
predicted in this column recently, although 
quiet, it has not been idle. It has been 
busily engaged perfecting its organisation, 
and its winter campaign will be opened in 
Belfast on the last day of October by Sir 
Herbert Samuel, Chairman of the Liberal 
Party in Great Britain, who is. coming 
over to explain the policy of his party. 
A good many months ago your correspon- 
dent suggested that Mr. Lloyd George 
might endeavour to capture some of the 
imperial constituencies in the Six 
Counties. In the old days the Liberals 
were a power in the province, and they 
still hope to recover some of their ancient

: The political situation is developing 
curiously, and presents a tangle difficult 
to unravel... Both the Liberal Association 
and the National League have been con-

The Belfast Corporation yesterday con- 
sidered further the scheme of reform sub- 
mitted by the Lord Mayor's Special Com- 
mittee and based upon the report of Mr. 
Arthur Collins, the Municipal expert. i 
_.. At the outset,, Alderman Oswald Jamison 
and Councillor Major Hall-Thompson drew 
attention to the disability from which the 
Pressmen suffered by the fact that they had 
not á copy of the report or of the recom- 
mendations for the purpose of reference when 
matters therein were under discussion. 

It was decided to lend a copy for the 
period of the “se - to each newspaper 
ee and as the ies were EA CE 
‘‘ Private and confidential ” they would be 
collected at the rising of the Council. 

Recommendation 16a, that application. be 
made to the Government to enter into 
arrangements with the Imperial Government

by a Northern Ireland municipality, and thus 
lead to interchange of officials between Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland under a 
common pension scheme, was passed without 
discussion. | 

OFFICIALS FROM ENGLAND, 

Section 16b was next considered. This 
was that, pending such legislation being 
passed, the Town Solicitar be instructed to 
include in the proposed bill power whereby 
the Council would be enabled to credit new 
officers coming from Great Britain with 
their years of service there, as if such service 
had been served in Belfast upon payment

NOT EXGLUDING ULSTERMEN. 
_Alderman Duff, as a supplementary ques- 
tion, asked had the Committee considered the 
contributions which the various councils who 
were the employers of the gentlemen con- 
cerned had allocated during their years of 
service. i 

The Lord Mayor said that when they bad 
passed 16a it was waste time, to put it mildly, 
to be debating 16b, which. was only a tem- 
porary arrangement. There had been a lot 
of irrelevancy in the discussion, and he 
appealed again for control and to keep to 
the point, The suggestion that this clause 
was inserted to exclude Ulstermen was in- 
correct. Everyone would prefer to see Ulster- 
men in high offices provided they had the 
experience. “ But [ am an Imperialist, and 
that is greater” he added, “and if 
authorities across the water would adopt a 
similar attitude, then all :he could say was 
‘God help our most brilliant Ulstermen.’”’ 
At present their own officers paid nothing 
towards their superannuation; whereas the 
present proposals. were. that the officers 
should contribute to their pensions. 

Alderman Duff asked whether the ‘clause 
would deal with present officers. 

The Lord Mayor said that it was retrospec- 
tive, at least, in the case of the new tramway 
manager. 

Alderman Duff eaid that after the words 
** new ‘officers '' they should add “' and officers 
already appointed.’ 

The Lord Mayor said that the principle was 
that if the clause was in operation it would 
lead to the interchange of officers, not only 
from the other side to Belfast, but from 
their city to across the Channel. Officials 
so transferred would carry their years of 
service and their pension rights with them. 


PENSIONS. 

Councillor Midgley said that despite the 
fact that they had no reciprocal arrangements 
with Great Britain up to the present they 
had been generous in giving superannuation. 
After they had decided that some officials 
were not fit for their positions they had 
retired them on pensions that would be given 
to the most brilliant geniuses. (Laughter.) 
The Council had an option to give one-sixtieth 
for every year’s service, but the general 
practice was to give them two-thirds of their 
salary. 

Alderman Dnuff’s suggestion to insert the 
words “and officers already appointed '” was 
adopted, and the clause, to act retrospectively 
from January Ist last, was passed. 

Another recommendation is that workmen’s 
ensions should be referred to the General 
Baonns Committee, and Councillor Pierce 
opposed on the ground that, such Committee 
would not, adeguately represent the interests 
of the workpeople. 

Councillor Malcolm, who had been referred 
to as a suitable member of the Committee, 
disclaimed any idea of seeking honours at the 
moment, and he moved an addendum that 
the General Purposes Committee be recop- 
mended t6 confer with employés on the wages 
list, with a view to a pensions scheme satis- 
factory to both parties being arrived at.

Conservatives in Council. 


The British Cabinet met yesterday for 
the first time since the beginning of the 
summer recess. This meeting was of 
particular importance, inasmuch as it 
was a preliminary to next week's great 
conference of the Conservative Party at 
Yarmouth. A general election must be 
held in. England next year, .and all -the 
parties are preparing for a strenuous 
campaign. At next week’s meeting Mr. 
Baldwin is expected to make a fighting 
speech; but it is hardly likely that he 
will reveal the Conservative programme at 
such an early stage. The party staif 
has ‘been working steadily during the [ast 
few months, but it has no intention of 
revealing its policy until the leaders of 
the two other parties have spoken. Mr. 
Baldwin, however, seems to have made up 
his mind to have a heart-to-heart talk 
with his supporters. After four years of 
office domestic criticism has become rather 
sharp, and during recent months there 
has been a certain amount of dissatisfac- 
tion among the younger members of the 
Conservative Party. This spirit of revolt 
has been especially noticeable among the 
women, whose number has been increased 
enormously since the recent extension of 
the franchise. There will be more women 
than men at the Yarmouth conference, 
and al) three parties recognise the great 
importance of the women’s vote. The 
Labour Party is doing everything in its 
power to attract the younger women to 
‘its banner; Mr. Lloyd George is credited 
with some spectacular proposals which 
will appeal irresistibly to the feminine 
‘instinct, but Mr. Baldwin will content 
himself .-with -a statement of hard 
facts in the hope that female common- 
sense will recognise the value of his 
party's achievements. 

In 192 Mr. Baldwin and his 
colleagues were faced suddenly with 
a general strike which was - nothing 
less than an organised challenge to con- 
stitutional government. They met and 
defeated that challenge with conspicuous 


success: and, if they never had done any- 
thing else, they would havé deserved the 
gratitude of every sensible elector for that. 
achievement alone.” Their opponents at 
the general election will make all sórts of 
attractive promises. Mr. Baldwin, very 
wisely, is refraining from all rash under- 
takings. Certainly there will. be no protec. 
tion in England... Some members of the 
Conservative Party have been urging the 
Premier to extend the principle of “ safe- 
guarding ” to this, that and the other in- 
dustry, and thus to introduce the thin 
end of the protective wedge. Mr. Baldwin, 
however, has pledged himself to resist al! 
temptation to levy tariffs, and the 
British Premier is a man who keeps 
bis word. The Home Secretary, whose 
influence in the party has grown 
considerably since his successful opposi- 
tion to the Prayer-book measure, is known 
to favour fiscal reform, and some other 
Ministers are inclined to follow his lead. 
Mr. Baldwin, however, realises that the 
idea of Free Trade is rooted deeply in the 
English mind, and he is not likely to re- 
peat the mistake which cost him the 
general election of 1923. British industry 
is in a bad way, but the people have an 
instinctive suspicion of tariffs, even under 
the camouflage of ‘‘safeguards.’’ Mr. 
Baldwin, therefore, will seek the support 
of the electorate on the basis of his record 
rather than on that of vague promises. 


Bliss of Ignorance. 


The present age is competitive. Nowa- 
days not only is there a reading public, 
but there is a seeing and a listening 
public, and, the larger the public 
becomes, the harder it is to please. Long- 
distance swimmers, boxers, actors—silent 
‘and vocal—motorists and athletes must 
not be content to achieve eminence in 
their particular spheres. They are 
expected to lend their assistance to 
philosophy, literary criticism and high 
politics—to' expéund upon the Kellogg 
Peace Pact and the identity of the dark 
lady of the Sonnets. It is only fair, in 


the pathway to public favour, that 
authors,. too, should have some little 
accomplishment besides mere authorship. 
This feeling, no doubt, has led to the 
introduction of soirées de dédicaces in 
Paris. Readers have not insisted yet that 
a popular author shall be a successful 
sprinter or swimmer. Possibly that may 
‘come; but many writers are too old to 
learn these new tricks. The soirée de 
dédicaces means only that, when a writer 
publishes a book, he shall take his seat 
in a bookshop—usually attached to the 
publisher’s office—where anyone who 
wishes may talk to him and get him to 
sign a copy of the book, without addi- 
tional charge. Literary circles in Paris 
are being agitated at the moment by a 
controversy about the sotrées. Some 
authors think that they lower the dignity 
of letters. Others maintain, with Gallic 
frankness, that, if they mean increased 
sales and larger royalties, the insult may 
be endured. It must not’ be forgotten, 
however, that to see and speak ‘with their 
favourite authors may prove fatal to the 
devotion of many readers. Readers will 
discover that the creator of a. dozen 
masterful sheikhs quite obviously. never

RESCUE GANGS WORK ALL NIGHT. 
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MADRID, Monday, 10 p.m. 
The work of clearing away the débris of 
last night's disastrous fire at the Novedades 
theatre in Madrid is still proceeding. 
Pitiful remains of many of those who lost 


. their lives are being recovered by the 


searchers. 

Jhe exact total of the dead will 
probably never be known, as in many 
cases only portions of dismembered bodies 
can be found: The removal of the 
wreckage is nothing like finished. 

The entire roof of the theatre collapsed 
on to the auditorium, piling the débris, 
out of which human ies are still pro- 
jecting, up to a height of ten feet. The 
work of salvage has to be carried on with 
the greatest care, as, in spite of the huge 
quantities of water poured on to the 
flames, the fire is still smouldering. Many 
more human remains will undoubtedly 
still be brought to light. 


CROWD OF MOURNERS. 

The theatre is still surrounded by a 
huge throng of mourners and sightseers, 
weeping and wailing each time the salvage 
men emerge from the blackened walls 
carrying the body of some victim. 

Late this evening the crowd was swollen 
by thousands of men and girls, who rushed 
to the theatre.after leaving work. 

Similar scenes of mourning were wit- 
nessed outside the improvised morgue. 
The supervision is extremely severe, both 
the theatre and the morgue being sur- 
rounded by. cordons of police and soldiers. 

Many of the injured are so terribly 
burned that the doctors have given up all 
hope of saving them. This terrible disaster 
has assumed the dimension of a national 
calamity. 


SOME BRAVE DEEDS. 

Some of the spectators did things that 
testify as much to their coolness as to 
their unselfishness. An elderly man saw 
a little boy of six or seven that was being, 
like he was, swept along by the frenzied 
crowd. Though he did not know the child, 
he caught hold of its arm, and, hoisting 
it on his own shoulders, brought it out, 
and thus saved it from certain destruc- 
tion. The father and mother of the boy 
have been found among the dead.

All the fire brigades of Madrid were 
soon at work trying to save the injured 
from the blazing ruins and to prevent the 
flames from burning down the whole 
street, which was full of old houses, built 
mainly of wood., Four of. these next. to 
the theatre caught fire, and flames and 
sparks bursting from them added to the 
terror of the scene, while burning brands 
fell into the street below to the instant 
peril of the crowd beneath. 
All the motor cars in the neighbour- 
hood; including fifty taxi-cabs, were 
requisitioned by the police to remove the 
injured to hospital, and a regiment of 
infantry was called out from a neighbour- 
ing barracks to help in the work of 
rescue. 
In this task they were greatly hampered 
by the fact that all the gas and electric 
street lamps had. been put out by the 
destruction of the mains. A party of 
army engineers, however, soon arrived with 
huge flares to help the searchers. The 
task of extricating the bodies from the 
upper part of the theatre was very difficult 
owing to the fact that all the staircases 
above the first floor had been burnt out. ' 


ACTORS’ ESCAPES. 

The first corpse to be taken out was 
that of a policeman. It was burned almost 
to a cinder. The bodies of six other 
policemen were recovered soon afterwards, 
together with those of two attendants, who 
lost their lives in trying to save women 
in the panic. 

A two-years-old child was found wedged 
in a corner behind a broken door, and, 
although hundreds of people must have 
passed over it, the door had saved it from 
all injury except a bruise on the head. 

Most of the actors, musicians and stage 
hands escaped through the doors at the 
back of the stage. On one of the landing 
the rescuers found 25 bodies huddled 
together, while others were to be seen lying 
on the blackened stairways and in burned-

AN AERIAL TOUR OF 
THE WEST. 


HON. A. E. GUINNESS’S 
FLIGHT.

The Hon. A. E. Guinness, who has been 
on a flying tour in the West of Ireland, 
returned to Kingstown yesterday in the 
supermarine flying boat. He proposes to 
fly to Southampton te-morrow.:  . 

Shortly after 4 p.m. the flying boat 
arrived over Kingstown and circled 
several times before Captain Baird, the 
pilot, made an excellent ‘‘ landing ”’ 
inside the harbour.. The machine touched 
water opposite Carlisle Pier and travelled 
only about one hundred yards before 
pulling up. She was then taxied to her 
moorings..and was tied. up in a few 
minutes. 

A motor launch took the Hon. A. E. 

Guinness, his secretary; Mr. Baker, and 
Captain Baird to the Royal St. George’s 
Yacht Club. 
__ We did á lot of flying, and that is 
really all there is to it,” said Mr. 
Guinness. when questioned about his 
Western tour. 

Mr. Baker said that they had flown 
around Leugh Corrib, their base, Conne- 
mara, and the West Coast generally. 
Everything went off according to plan, 
and they had no trouble whatsoever with 
their ‘plane. They travelled from Lough 
Corrib to. Kingstown in one hour and a 
quarter, which was very good time. The 
only place they had landed in outside 
their base during their touring: was 
Ballinakill Harbour, where they stayed 
for one night. For the most part, while 
in the West, they flew around the country 
and enjoyed its many beauties from the 
air. 


AIR TOURS OF IRELAND. 


Captain Baird, questioned’ abéut the 
possibilities of aerial touring in Ireland 
during the summer season, said that he 
thought the best way of doing this was 
by flying boat or seaplane. During their 
flight from Kingstown to Galway, and in 
fact all the time they were touring in the 
West, they were for the most of the time 
within gliding distan-> of water or bog. 
A bog was quite a suitable place for a 
forced landing for a flying boat, and it 
could be effected without any danger to 
the passengers. - 

They had wonderíul weather except for 
one or two bad days, and even on those 
days they could have flown had they 
desired to do so. The West Coast, he 
said, was much indented with creeks that 
afforded: plenty of sheltered landing places 
for flying boats. During their flight back 
from Lough Corrib to Kingstown the 
weather had been rather poor and inclined 
to rain. At the beginning they had 
encountered a wind from the north-east, 
while for the latter half of the flight it 
had been from a north-westerly direction.

“ RAFFLES ” CAUGHT 
IN PARIS. 
STOLEN THOUSANDS LOST 
BY GAMBLING. 


From REvtTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
' PARIS, Monday. 

The Paris police have caught a new 
‘* Raffles.’”’ During the past summer there 
have been innumerable burglaries at 
wealthy houses, both here and at Deau- 
ville, by a cat burglar wearing a mask, 
who, whenever he had to deal with women, 
was invariably polite and ever considerate. 

In one of his burglaries at Deauville he 
chatted some -time with three women, 
and calmly smoked a cigarette before 
leaving. Raffles, it now appears, is a 
Serbian. | 

The police had arrested two Serbians: 
who were found disposing of gold and. 
silver, together with unset stones, to a 
jeweller. These men gave the police the 
address of a compatriot, who, they said, 
had entrusted them with the booty. 

The police, following up the clue, found 
four Serbians drinking together in a cafe 
in the Place des Fétes, and one of them 
named. Djoritch admitted that he was the 
man for whom they were seeking.. 

“I alone am responsible,” he said ; ‘‘ my 
companions are only stupid peasants. 
He then recited with pride a long list of 
his burglaries. i 

The burglary which he carried out in 
Mrs. Vanderbilt's house resulted in a haul 
of 300,000 francs worth of jewellery, which 
he sold for 7,500 francs, and he was also 
responsible for burglaries at the houses of 
Count Carnudet and Prince Murat and 
at the Czecho-Slovak Legation.

HIGH STANDARD OF MERIT IN 
COUNTY LEITRIM. 


Mr. P. J. Clancy, instructor in agriculture 
in County Longford and appointed as judge 
by the Free State Department of Agriculture 
under the cottage and small farm prize 
scheme in County Leitrim, in the course of 
a report, states that in all the classes there 
were sixty competitors. The competition in 
most districts in all the classes was not so 
keen as one should look for, considering the 
value of the money prizes offered. In the 
cottage section the prize winners reached a 
very high standard of merit. In the great 
majority of cases the homes were kept very 
clean inside, and much taste and decorative 
skill was displayed in the neatness of the out- 
offices and appearance of the premises. The 
gardens were, in the majority of cases, 
economically cultivated and useful varieties 
of crops and vegetables grown. Potatoes and 
oats were the principal crops grown and 
occupied ‘the major portion of each garden. 
The remainder was principally given over to 
useful vegetables and bush fruits, and apples 
also were grown. In a few cases fowl had 
access to the gardens and did much damage 
Bees were not kept by many cottagers. 


PRINCIPAL CROPS GROWN. 

Except in a few cases, all those entered in 
the farm section for competition reached a 
high standard of merit. The principal crops 
grown were potatoes, oats and rye. Root 
crops were not generally grown. 
ne of the special features which was very 
noticeable since the last inspection in County 
Leitrim, three years ago, was the large 
number of trees which were planted on almost 
every holding for shelter and ornamental 
purposes. 
The quality of the dairy cows and live- 
stock generally was good and suitable for the 
qualities of land in the various districts. 
More attention might, however, be given with 
profit to the better feeding of young calves on 
most farms, if the results of improved breed- 
ing are to manifest themselves to the fullest 
extent. 


LIMERICK TO LIMERICK 
JUNCTION, 


PROTEST AGAINST PROPOSAL 
TO SINGLE RAILWAY LINE. 


A meeting of all grades of local railwaymen 
was held at the Town Hall, Limerick, last 
Sunday to protest against the proposal of the 
jreat Southern Railways Company to single 
the line from Limerick to Limerick Junction. 
It was decided to enter a protest against the 
proposal and to ask that the matter be taken 
up by the public bodies of the city. 
At the meeting of the Harbour Board 
vn: the Mayor (Mr. Keyes) said. that 
the singling of the line would be a retrograde 
step and react against. the commercial in- 
terests of Limerick. They might be told that 
the change was in the interests of economy, 
but as a practical railwayman he was aware 
that economy would not enter very much 
into the matter. 

THE "BUS TRAFFIC. 
Mr. Doyle said that he thought the idea 
was with a view of counteracting the effect of 
‘bus traffic, and in that way to bring down 
railway expenses. 
The Mayor said that there could be no 
worse way than that proposed of combating 
the "bus traffic, and the only way to do so 
would be to give better facilities over the 
railways, which the single track could not 
give. He pointed out that Galway had 
entered a vehement protest against the pro- 
posal to single the Midland line, and a 
deputation had waited on the Free State 
Minister for Industry and Commerce relative 
to the matter. 
It was decided to direct the secretary of 
the Board to write to the secretary of the 
Great Southern Railways Company asking if 
it was the company's intention to single the 
line from Limerick to Limerick Junction.

ANALYSTS DIFFER AND MILK 
PROSECUTION FAILS. 


At Clonme! District Court am important 
milk prosecution at the suit of the Clonmel 
Corporation was decided. It was a case 
against. a local farmer, and had been ad- 
journed at the previous sitting on the ap- 
plication of Mr. H. Shannon, solicitor for 
the defendant, who successfully applied under 
the Act to have the sample of milk retained 
hy the Corporation sent on to the Chief State 
Chemist to be analysed. The result of this 
analysis, which was read in Court, stated 
that the milk sample was genuine milk. 

Mr. Shannon said that no Court - could 
convict on the evidence, and he asked for a 
dismiss, with costs and expenses. A very 
serious state of affairs was disclosed by the 
chief analyst's certificate, as it indicated that 
the analysis of the county analyst, who acted 
for the Corporation, could not be relied 


upon. 
Mr. Walsh (for the Corporation) agreed 
that the matter was very,serious, and, in 
applying for an adjournment, said that if the 
case were dismissed the Corporation would 
be prevented from bringing any further milk 
prosecutions, as they would always be met 
with the defence that the county analyst's 
certificate would not. be reliable. He wished. 
to have the case adjourned so that it could 
be further investigated, and the county 
analyst asked to give evidence. 
The Justice said that there was a serious 
state of affairs disclosed, and, on the evi- 
dence before him, he should dismiss the case, 
with costs and expenses.
